garding the importation, sale 
livery of coal have been issued by the 
fuel controller. Among other things 
they require that every 
post in a prominent place in his of- 
fice a conspicuous typewritten or 
printed notice containing a list of the 
prevailing list prices of all classes and 
sizes of coal handled by him, includ- 
ing discounts if any. In calculating 
overheadl charges to determine the 
price of coal, deafers are required to 
exercise moderation in amount they 
include as their own salaries. In 
this connection the regulations state: 

“Salaries and expenses to ,officers 
or partners are not to be: increased 
over those prevailing ing the year 
1914 at a greater rat® than salaries 
in other lines have increased.
